The Man About Town was shown an- 


other department of the Police Office 
Museum yesterday. In this collection 
are opium outfits to the number of a 
dozen or more, captured in raids within 
the purlieus of Chinatown. It is rather 
a complicated apparatus that the devo- 
tees to the subtle opiate call into requi- 
sition. 


A nut-oil lamp is used to roast the 


"dope," which is cooked on the end of a 
piece of wire (yen-hawk), by which the 
opium is taken from its receptacle (hep- 
tuoy). The pipe is greatly out of propor- 
tion to the pellet that provides the dream- 
invoking vapor. 


Besides the opium kits the officers 


have collected an assortment of hypoder- 
mic syringes and bottles of narcotic 
drags. "Half the hobos we run in" said 
Officer Leeper "are cocaine or morphine 
fiends. They commit any number of pet- 
ty thefts in order to get these drugs,with- 
out which they suffer tortures. One fel- 
low that we pulled said that he had been 
out of dope once and was in agony until 
he found some Rough on Bats, which he 
injected in the same manner as his ac- 
customed poison. Hob osoften use strych- 
nine in lieu of cocaine or morphine. 


The Man About Town wandered down 


into the Keno "tenderloin" last evening 
in company with Officer Helmold in order 
that he might have ocular proof of what 
he had been told concerning the general 
use of narcotic drugs among the Chinese 
and dissolute women. 


The latter class are much given to opi- 


ium smoking, although the State law, by 
prohibiting its use, causes them to "hit 
the pipe in secret. 
Evidences of their 


addiction tothe habit were plainly to be 
seen in sallow faces and lack lustre eyes. 


They were not reticent as to their use 


of cocaine and morphine, even display- 
ing the marks on their arms where the 
drugs are injected. 


"All of us women use "coke" or "M." 


It keeps us from getting the blue devils." 


It goes without snying that the Chinese 


are nearly all opium smokers, but the 
Celestials are comparatively moderate in 
its use. 


White men, usually of the lowest type, 


are often found in these jointe. 
Almost 


all are mental, 
physical and moral 


wrecks. 
They live "as those without 


hope." 


Not all the frequenters of these opium 


dens are of the so-called lower class. 
The officer, who had slipped off on a lit- 
tle scouting expedition, beckoned the 
Man About Town to approach. 
There, 


stretched out upon a filthy bunk in a cub- 
by hole, reeking with vile odors, lay in 
the brutal insensibility of the insidious 
drag, a young man, dressed as for a 
lady's parlor, bearing on his face signs of 
intelligence and moral strength which as 
yet the baneful juice of the poppy had 
not entirely obliterated. 


Sickened by the sight, I sought the 


open air. Nearby stood another example 
of what "the coming evil" has done for 
one who was once as other men are. Let 
him tell his own terrible story.

"When I was a medical student in 


the University of Pennsylvania," said 
the doctor, "the boys celebrated an in- 
teresting event in the domestic life of 
one of the professors in a unique way. 
The news that the favorite professor 
was a hajJpy father reached the students 
on Thursday morning, and that after- 
noon and evening there were consulta- 
tions held all over the university build- 
ings, and sundry dimes and quarters 
were collected by two or three of the 
students, who constituted a sort of 
finance committee.

Coal Uaed by Roman*. 


It is believed by some historians that 


coal was used by the Romans on the 
continent and by the Britons on the is- 
land before the arrival of Cscsar. As 
early as 1234 Henry III granted a li- 
cense to dig coal near Newcastle, but a 
few years later the use of coal was for- 
bidden in London, the smoke being 
deemed prejudicial to public health. 


In 1306 the London gentry petitioned 


the king against its use, declaring 
that, in spite of his royal order, certain 
malicious persons persisted in burning 
it 
Coals began to be brought from 


Newcastle to London in 1881, during 
the reign of Richard II 
By the year 


1400 
coal was commonly burned in 


London as a fuel, though 300 yean 
later, in the reign of Charles I, its use 
was far from being general tkroughoul 
England. 


Anthracite coal, which, except the 


diamond, is the purest form of carbon 
known, was first used by a Connection! 
blacksmith named Gore, in 1768, anc 
as a domestic fuel by Judge Jesse Pel 
of Wilkesbarre. Pa., in 1808.
